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Magistrates commit $250K 
to new college project

Hardly a year old, the effort to 
find funding for the proposed col¬ 
lege in downtown Liberty got a 
huge boost Monday. 

Meeting in regular session, Casey 
County Fiscal Court magistrates 
adopted a resolution committing 
$250,000 toward the completion of 
the Casey County Community and 
Education Center project. 

However, the pledge is contingent 
upon “the acquisition of all funding 
needed” for the college, about $3 


million, said Liberty-Casey County 
Economic Development Authority 
Director Blaine Staat.

$106,000. 

County Judge/Executive Ronald 
Wright told the court that the sale of 
the current college land and building 


on North U.S. 127 — where Somer¬ 
set Community College holds class¬ 
es — will be put on the market and 
should be valued at $250,000. 

In similar fashion, the Liberty 
City Council is expected to adopt a 
resolution for $250,000 at a special 
called meeting this (Wednesday) 
morning. 

In other business, the court: 

■ Awarded bids for various road 
products, food items, and janito¬ 
rial services. Gaddie Shamrock was 
the low bidder on chip-and-seal at 
$4,500 per mile, labor and equip-

Efforts to replace late Casey 
Circuit Judge James G. Weddle, 
who died two months ago, finally 
began to take shape Friday when 
Gov. Steve Beshear appointed four 
members to the judicial nominat¬ 
ing committee that serves the 29th 
Judicial Circuit. 

With Beshear’s appointments, 
the committee has six of the sev¬ 
en members needed to nominate 
three lawyers from Casey or Adair 
counties to be forwarded to the 
governor, who will then pick one 
to serve on the bench until voters 
select a new judge in November 
to fill the remainder of Weddle’s 
term. 

State law requires judicial nomi¬ 
nating committees to consist of the

and auctioneer Murrell W. Burton 
and construction foreman Barry 
W. Stotts, both of Columbia, were 
Beshear’s choices from Adair 
County. 

Those four will join Minton and 
Columbia attorney Marshall Loy 
on the nominating committee. The 
seventh member, another attorney, 
has not yet been selected. A spe¬ 
cial election among attorneys in 
the two counties will be held soon 
to pick the final member, said Amy 
Carmen, spokeswoman for the 
Kentucky Bar Association, which 
oversees the selection process for 
attorneys named to judicial nomi¬ 
nating committees. 

The 29th circuit has been with¬ 
out a full-time circuit judge since 
Weddle, a Casey County native,

Hospital 
buys more 
property

The Casey County Hospital Board approved 
the purchase of two houses near the hospital, but 
after they were already purchased and despite a 
promise to the mayor and county judge/execu¬ 
tive no more property would be purchased. 

Board members granted approval at the June 
12 regular meeting for the purchase of the An¬ 
gel Hood property at 256 Montgomery St. and 
the home ofBetty Jo Meeks at 132WhippAve., 
for $85,000 and $65,000, respectively. 

Casey Hospital CEO Rusty Tungate told 
board members that the hospital administra¬ 
tion was presented with the two properties and 
moved to purchase them. 

Tungate said that for now, the houses will be 
used for storage with a future use for parking. 

However, the property acquisitions didn’t sit 
well with Liberty Mayor Steve Sweeney who 
said that he had the word of Tungate and Hos¬ 
pital Board President Lonnie Mullins that the 
hospital wouldn’t buy any more property. 

“We had a meeting several years ago and 
we were told that the hospital wouldn’t be buy¬ 
ing any more property around the hospital,” 
Sweeney said. 

Also present at the meeting was County 
Judge/Executive Ronald Wright who confirmed 
what Sweeney said. 

“It was my understanding that they wouldn’t 
buy any more property,” Wright said. 

But Tungate said he understood the meeting 
to be about the immediate future and not several 
years later. 

“I think what was said was we wouldn’t be 
buying any property for a while,” he said. 

Sweeney contends that the hospital purchas¬ 
ing property cuts into the city’s tax base and 
income. 

The Hood property was assessed in 2008 at

One possible strategy to increase student at¬ 
tendance is to have a large chart in the school 
that tracks each grade level’s attendance every 
month, Phillips said.

Life lessons painful 


Everyone knows you don’t 
touch an injured animal. It’s 
common sense. I didn’t lis¬ 
ten to common sense the 
morning of June 12. 

As I was driving to work, 
I saw a dog on the side of 
the road in Russell County. 
I did what I imagine most 
people do when they see 
an animal on the roadside, 
I started mentally saying 
“Stay. Don’t.” But he didn’t. 
I braked, but it was inevita¬ 
ble. I hit him and pulled off 
to the side of the road, turned 
my hazard lights on and got 
out of the car. 

The dog appeared to be se¬ 
riously injured as he yelped 
and limped his way over to 
me. I didn’t know what to 
do. The dog had on a col¬ 
lar with a latch and a strip 
of blue nylon rope hanging 
from it. It obviously had an 
owner and had escaped from 
their yard. 

I did what I would hope 
anyone would do if they hit 
my dog; I stopped and tried 
to help. I thought the dog 
appeared calm - hurt, of 
course - but not aggressive. 
I reached with my left hand 
to try to find an ID tag on his 
collar so I could contact his 
owner. That’s when the dog 
did what commonsense said 
it would do. It bit me. 

After calling my husband, 
he came up and said there 
wasn’t anything we could do 
for the dog. He then sent me 
home to clean my hand and 
he went to the closest house 
to try to find the owner. 

I don’t blame the dog. I 
should have known better. 
It bothers me that I killed 
a dog, even if it was an ac¬ 
cident. It’ll probably bother 
me for a long time. 

We’ve all heard of dog 
owners coming home to find 
their dog dead in a ditch. 
They’re angry that the per¬ 
son didn’t stop or try to help. 
Now that I’ve taken a walk in 
those shoes, I can understand 
why some people don’t stop. 
But I do think that people 
should try to help by trying 
to inform the owner or call¬ 
ing animal control. 

I imagine most people 
would be like me, wanting 
to help but completely at a 
loss for what to do and the

right way to go about it. (See 
Advice) 

I learned the lesson of 
what not to do the hard way. 
I hope all of you who read 
this and share it with others 
never need to experience it 
first hand - it can be quite 
painful. 

Advice: 

The following is advice 
from Casey County resi¬ 
dent Sue Craig, a veterinar¬ 
ian technician at Common¬ 
wealth Animal Hospital in 
Harrodsburg, on what to do 
if you hit a dog or come up 
on a dog that’s been hit: 

Stop when and where it is 
safe to do so. 

Check on the dog from a 
distance and try to find the 
owner at nearby homes. 

If you can’t get near the 
animal because you’re 
afraid, it’s being aggressive, 
running away from you, etc., 
call local law enforcement to 
see if there is a city/county 
animal control person. Ani¬ 
mal control personnel will 
have the training and safety 
equipment to handle a trau¬ 
matized animal. In Casey 
County, the dog warden is 
Ricky Luttrell, 787-6821. 

If you can help without 
putting yourself in harms 
way and feel comfortable 
doing so, don’t run up and 
grab them. The animal is 
likely scared and in shock. 

Wrap something around 
the dog’s muzzle. Wrap a 
scarf, rope or old T-shirt in 
your car gently but firmly 
a couple times then bring it 
behind their head to tie it. 

Use a blanket or towel as a 
stretcher to get the dog into 
your vehicle. 

If you can contain the 
animal, take it to the vet. In 
some situations, you may be 
responsible for the bill. Some 
veterinarians will try to find 
the owner before making the 
decision to treat the animal 
or euthanize it. 
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Really? Did I need to know all that?

Friends of mine 
in Georgia keep posting that 
Kentucky has a law that all 
welfare recipients are drug 
tested.

A friend of mine on face- 
book recently wrote that he 
was going through his news- 
feed and unfriending anyone 



who posted cutesy sayings 
such as “Life without coffee 
is no life at all!”

No, I don’t mean the Bible, 
although I read it every day. 

But for now, I’m referring to 
the newspaper. 

“Ahh, the newspaper,” you 
say. “You mean that old dino¬ 
saur of the printed era that’s 
somehow managed to stay 
alive, despite its shrinking ad¬ 
vertising revenue and a dwin¬ 
dling subscriber base?” 

Despite mmors of its demise, 
the newspaper is surviving and 
in some instances, thriving. 

I know that’s the exception 
and not the norm. According 
to a 2010 Harris Poll, l-in-10 
American adults say they never 
read a daily newspaper, and 
only 2-of-5 read a daily news¬ 
paper, either online or in print. 

That’s really not surprising, 
since Americans read less to¬ 
day. According to a 2007 study 
by the National Endowment of 
the Humanities, reading lev¬ 
els among young adults has 
plummeted over the last two 
decades. The average person 
between ages 15 and 24 spends 
2 to 2 1/2 hours a day watching 
TV and seven minutes reading. 

So, I was shocked but proba¬ 
bly shouldn’t have been when I 
read that The Times- Picayune , 
the paper of New Orleans, La., 
established in 1837 and winner 
of several Pulitzer Prizes, will 
scale down its print edition to 
three days a week this fall, as 
will several other newspapers 
owned by its parent company. 

Newspapers have long been 
a part of my life. Many times, 
after a day in elementary school, 



I would wait on my front porch 
for the afternoon delivery of 
the Altus Times-Democrat. We 
subscribed to several news¬ 
papers. Back then, the Daily 
Oklahoman had a morning edi¬ 
tion as well as an evening edi¬ 
tion, The Oklahoma City Times. 
I devoured both, as well as the 
morning edition of The Law- 
ton Constitution. Occasionally, 
Dad would purchase the Times 
Record News of Wichita Falls, 
Texas, but I looked with skep¬ 
ticism upon anything from the 
Longhorn State. 

Sunday afternoon, having 
feasted on Mom’s delicious pot 
roast, was given to reading the 
newspaper. My brothers and 
father would divide out the 
sections of the paper, and soon 
they would be strewn about the 
den, one section on the couch, 
another across the recliner, 
each waiting to be read by one 
of us. 

Today, I subscribe to several 
newspapers and whenever I’m 
visiting another town or city, I 
make sure to get a local paper, 
for each has its unique features 
reflective of its constituency. 

Newspapers keep me aware 
of the world in which I happen 
to live. 

As blogger Tracey Dick¬ 
erson has noted, it was the 


great Swiss theologian, Karl 
Barth, who in an interview 
with Time Magazine in 1966, 
advised young theologians “to 
take your Bible and take your 
newspaper, and read both. But 
interpret newspapers from your 
Bible.” 

Barth was reminding believ¬ 
ers that although they are not 
to be of the world, they are yet 
in it, and as such, they should 
know the world in which they 
live. Moreover, Christians 
should be a discerning, reflec¬ 
tive people. 

But believers certainly 
haven’t cornered the market 
on thinking. Whether you think 
like a theologian or are simply 
a thinker, the newspaper can 
stimulate your mind to a broad¬ 
er awareness of what’s going 
on in the world around you, 
whether it’s news about the 
local community, municipal 
government, available jobs, the 
nation, or broader geo-political 
issues that affect us all, often 
unknowingly. 

Of course, when Barth spoke 
those words, the internet didn’t 
exist, nor did CNN or Fox 
News. We have access to news 
24/7, through dozens of portals, 
more news than we can digest. 

It shouldn’t be a question of 
either/or but an affirmation of 
both the internet and the printed 
page. 

The question we must ask 
ourselves is, what’s the qual¬ 
ity of the news reports we are 
getting? Are we receiving in¬ 


formation based on thorough 
investigative reporting? 

It’s easy to watch any num¬ 
ber of news talk shows. I do on 
occasion. While interesting, and 
often hosted by knowledgeable 
and talented people, they are 
usually, by the very nature of 
the ratings race, skewed toward 
drama, hype, and superficiality. 

The challenge for newspa¬ 
pers is to provide the financial 
resources for quality reporting, 
whether it’s reporting by a local 
or regional paper or one of the 
major dailies. 

How then can newspapers 
survive? B illi onaire Warren 
Buffett, who is in the process 
of purchasing 26 daily newspa¬ 
pers and has had success with 
others, writes that newspapers 
fail when one more of the fol¬ 
lowing factors are present: (1) 
the town or city has more than 
one competing dailies, (2), the 
newspaper is no longer the pri¬ 
mary source of information for 
the readers, (3) or the town or 
city does not have a “pervasive 
identity.” 

Surviving and even thriving 
is a challenge, but it’s worth the 
try, and that brings me back to 
Karl Barth. I’ve got my Bible 
in one hand: I’ve read where it 
will last forever. It’s the news¬ 
paper which concerns me, for 
without it, my application of 
the Bible to the world would be 
diminished.

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EDA gives $25K to new college

The money keeps rolling in 
for the new college projected 
to be built in downtown Lib¬ 
erty at Jockey and Pettyjohn 
Streets 

Aside from a $250,000 
matching funds commitment 
from Casey County Fiscal 
Court and another proposed 
$250,000 matching funds 
commitment from Liberty 
City Council, members of the 
Liberty Casey County Eco¬ 


nomic Development Author¬ 
ity voted Monday to give an 
additional $25,000 to the col¬ 
lege building project, bring¬ 
ing the EDA’s commitment to 
$125,000. 

And, according to Liberty 
Mayor Steve Sweeney, grant 
funding in the form of a Com¬ 
munity Development Block 
Grant should bring the $3 mil¬ 
lion project closer to reality. 

EDA Director Blaine Staat 
said that currently, there’s 
$90,695.76 in the constmction 
account. 

CMW, an architectural firm 


in Lexington, has been given 
the go-ahead to begin work on 
building design and doing the 
necessary work in preparation 
for grant submission deadlines 
this summer. 

CMW officials will be at 
City Hall June 29 at 10 a.m. 
to discuss the project and meet 
with the public. 

Members also heard 
Staat say that the EDA has 
$645,741.95 in the bank, of 
which $302,734.55 is in the 
CDBG Liberty Tank account, 
$212,794.49 is a CDBG loan 
repayment account with Lib¬ 


erty Tank, $90,695.76 is for 
the college project, and there’s 
$39,517.15 in the checking ac¬ 
count. 

Staat said that there is cur¬ 
rently $1,093,076 in outstand¬ 
ing loans and property pay¬ 
ments owed to the EDA. 

Chieftain Steel has loans in 
the amount of $678,152 while 
Bluegrass Shavings has loans 
totaling $414,924. Also, Blue- 
grass Shavings has a $1 mil¬ 
lion dollar CDBG loan which 
will also be repaid to the EDA. 
Staat said that all loan accounts 
are current.

Prairie Farms was 
awarded the milk contract for 
the Casey County Detention 
Center, Brown Food Service 
won the bid for food service 
supplies and hygiene items for 
the jail, and Advanced Drain¬ 
age Systems had the low bid 
for 15-inch plastic road tile at 
$6.03 a foot and $8.32 a foot 
for 18-inch tile. Detroit Salt 


was once again the low bid¬ 
der on road salt for the county 
at $78.75 a ton for 300 tons. 
Wright said that not a lot of 
salt was used last winter and 
the county may not need to 
buy salt if there’s another mild 
winter. 

■ Heard Wright say that 
state road funds have been 
received to constmct a bridge 
on Hamm Road and replace 
the wooden bridge on Egypt 
Creek with a concrete struc¬ 
ture. 

The $92,000 for the projects 
are on an 80/20 match. Wright 


also told the court that up to 
$200,000 had been granted for 
repaving of the county’s sec¬ 
ondary roads.

passed away on April 12 
after serving more than 12 
years on the bench. At least 
three different special judges 
have been assigned to the 
counties to fill in until an 
new judge is chosen. 

Casey Circuit Clerk Craig 
Overstreet said that criminal 
and judicial dockets contin¬ 
ue to move along at a steady 
pace, but workers at Casey’s 
judicial center are ready to 


have someone in place on a 
more permanent basis. 

“Each judge does things 
differently, they all have 
their own little quirks, so it 
takes some getting used to,” 
Overstreet said. “We need a 
full-time judge.” 

Efforts to form the nomi¬ 
nating committee were de¬ 
layed when one of Beshear’s 
selections from Casey Coun¬ 
ty, James Wilkerson, died 
last month, said Parry Bar- 


rows, a spokeswoman in the 
governor’s office. Wilkerson 
was replaced by Kinnaird. 

Kim Neal of the Adminis¬ 
trative Office of the Courts 
said there is no established 
timetable for selecting a 
nominating committee or 
for that committee to for¬ 
ward three candidates to the 
governor for consideration. 
Once the governor gets the

Neal said. 

The new judge will only 
have the job until the Nov.

Increase parent 
involvement 

“Kids do so much better 
when parents are involved in 
their education,” Phillips said. 
“It has to be a team effort be¬ 
tween parents and teachers and 
administrators.” 

Phillips wants parents to feel 
welcome in the school and feel 
comfortable coming to her with 
any questions or concerns. 

“Parents are going to be in¬ 
vited to any and all activities, 
and we are going to encourage 
their involvement,” Phillips 
said. 

Improve discipline plan 

“Teachers have to be able to 
teach without classroom dis¬ 
ruptions,” Phillips said. “We 
have to have discipline in the 
building.” 

Phillips wants to continue 
with the “Stop, Walk, and Talk” 
and “Positive Behavior Inter¬ 
ventions and Support” (PBIS) 
programs. 

Phillips was instmmental in 
starting PBIS, which teaches 
behavioral expectations the 
same as any core subject. 

“We collect data with this 
system that helps us respond to 
different situations and know 
where the behaviors are oc¬ 
curring and what time of day,” 
she said. The data is then used 
to help identify the problem to 
come up with an effective in¬ 
tervention. The program origi¬ 


nated with the Kentucky Cen¬ 
ter for Instructional Discipline 
(KyCID). 

Before joining Walnut Hill 
as assistant principal in 2007, 
Phillips served as principal of 
Douglas Elementary for seven 
years. Prior to that she taught 
fifth grade at Douglas for six 
years. 

Phillips holds a bachelor of 
science in elementary educa¬ 
tion from Lindsey Wilson Col¬ 
lege and received her master of 
arts in middle school education 
from Campbellsville Univer¬ 
sity in 1996. 

A Casey County native, Phil¬ 
lips was married to the late 
Ronnie Joe Phillips and has two 
daughters.

11 die on Kentucky roadways June 11-17 


When it comes to energy, it 
could be said that Kentucky 
bums the candle from both 
ends. That’s because only four 
states produce more power 
than we do, and only seven use 
more per person. 

That’s not surprising, of 
course, since Kentucky plays 
prominent roles nationally 
in coal production as well as 
manufacturing, especially in 
the auto and aluminum indus¬ 
tries. 

What is less well known 
are the finer details behind our 
overall energy usage. Recently, 
the state’s Energy and Environ¬ 
ment Cabinet shed a little more 
light on that, when it released 
an in-depth study of what it 
takes to mn our homes and 
businesses and keep our cars 
on the road. 

It’s difficult to imagine num¬ 
bers so large, but in 2009, our 
state used 41 million tons of 
coal, 125 million barrels of pe¬ 
troleum and 206 billion cubic 
feet of natural gas. The price 
tag: $17.4 billion. 

Transportation and industrial 
needs accounted for almost 
three-fourths of our energy 
needs, while the remainder was 
split among our homes and 
commercial businesses. It’s 
here where we can see the tme 
effect of the nation’s economic 
downturn, because consump¬ 
tion that year was five percent 
less than in 2008. 

In energy production, Ken¬ 
tucky relies on coal about twice 
as much as the nation, and our 
rates are much cheaper as a 
result. Most of our coal, how¬ 
ever, is exported to other states. 
Florida and Tennessee are the 
biggest customers of the coal 
mined in Western Kentucky, 
while South Carolina and Geor¬ 
gia are the top destinations for 
coal from Eastern Kentucky. 

Although coal is by far the 
biggest fossil fuel we produce, 
we’re seeing a strong surge in 
natural gas as well; its produc¬ 
tion went up almost a fifth be¬ 



tween 2009 and 2010. 


As the country looks for ways 
to boost home-grown energy, 
conservation and renewables 
are also getting more attention, 
and Kentucky is playing a lead¬ 
ing role here as well. 

Renewable energy produc¬ 
tion in the commonwealth saw 
double-digit growth in 2009, 
with hydroelectric sources pro¬ 
viding half of the total. Wood, 
biomass, ethanol and then 
geothermal made up the other 
half. 

There are some tmly innova¬ 
tive things going on with this 
field. In 2010, for example, we 
opened the nation’s first ener¬ 
gy-neutral schools, meaning 
they produce as much as they 
need over a calendar year. One 
of those schools, located in 
Warren County, has enough so¬ 
lar energy capacity on a sunny 
day to mn the equivalent of 50 
homes. 

We’ve come a long way 
in this area during the last six 
years. Then, we didn’t have a 
single school meeting the strin¬ 
gent federal ENERGY STAR 
standards; now, we have 125. 

When it comes to renewable 
energy research, we’re seeing 
such things as the University of 
Kentucky building a $20 mil¬ 
lion lab dedicated to this field 
and the University of Louis¬ 
ville using its single biggest 
private donation - also $20 
million - for ongoing work in 
this area as well. That school 
is also looking for ways to turn 
biomass into jet fuel, which 
will undoubtedly help nearby 
UPS in the air while the com¬ 
pany is converting the ground 
fleet at its Louisville processing 
center to handle a 20 percent 
biodiesel blend. 


The General Assembly has 
passed legislation in recent 
years, meanwhile, that is spur¬ 
ring research in clean-coal tech¬ 
nology and making it easier for 
companies to transport carbon 
dioxide to storage sites. 

Out in the state, we’re also 
seeing some great progress. In 
Hopkinsville and Owensboro, 
we have two major players 
in the production of ethanol 
and biodiesel fuel. Winchester 
is home to one of the world’s 
largest algae production facili¬ 
ties, which also makes biofuel. 

In Monticello, they’re using 
some of the space designed for 
houseboats to turn out energy- 
efficient homes; Berea has its 
own solar “farm”; and Martin 
County is working to convert 
gas from its garbage into elec¬ 
tricity. Perdue Farms is doing 
the same from gas generated at 
a chicken processing unit, and 
even the Kentucky Horse Park 
is trying to get more horse¬ 
power, so to speak, out of the 
manure its horses produce. 

In the home, meanwhile, 
there were 34,000 rebates 
given to Kentuckians last year 
who bought energy-saving ap¬ 
pliances, and nearly 200 farms 
tapped another program de¬ 
signed to increase energy ef¬ 
ficiency. 

As all of these examples 
show, Kentucky plays a major 
role when it comes to energy, 
no matter how it’s produced or 
how it’s used. It’s a trend that 
we hope can continue long into 
the future, because there is no 
doubt that we have a lot more 
to offer.

Preliminary statistics* in¬ 
dicate that eleven people died 
in eleven separate crashes on 
Kentucky roadways from 
Monday, June 11, through 
Sunday, June 17, 2012. 

Seven of the fatalities in¬ 
volved motor vehicles and 
four victims were not wear¬ 
ing seat belts. Single-fatality 
crashes occurred in Boone, 
Hardin, Jefferson, Laurel, 
Letcher, McCracken and 
Warren counties. The crashes 
in Letcher and McCracken 
counties involved the sus¬ 
pected use of alcohol. 

There were four motor¬ 
cycle involved fatalities that 
occurred in Fayette, Jeffer¬ 
son (2) and Perry counties. 

Through June 17, 2012, 
preliminary statistics* in¬ 
dicate that 337 people have 
lost their lives on Kentucky 
roadways during 2012. This 
is 44 more fatalities than 
reported for the same time 
period in 2011. There have 
been 278 motor vehicle fa¬ 
talities and 158 of those vic¬ 
tims were not wearing seat 
belts. Thirty-two of those 
crashes involved a commer-

Church youth volunteers

ADAIR COUNTY — Kentucky Heart¬ 
land Outreach (KHO), a nonprofit organi¬ 
zation based in Campbellsville, provides 
housing improvements to qualifying indi¬ 
viduals as a part of its ministry. 

Kentucky Heartland Outreach was started 
in 2000 as part of Campbellsville Universi¬ 
ty to give back to the community and meet 
the needs of those who were in true need 
of help. Two years later, KHO became in 
independent nonprofit organization. 

Each summer church youth groups from 
all across Kentucky and several other states 
come to Campbellsville University for a 
week-long “camp.” While at the camp, the 
volunteers, guided by trained leaders, go to 
several different counties across the state 
and do home improvements for selected 
individuals. 

This year, Adair County was one of six 
counties in which KHO chose to work. 

KHO Client Advocate Heather Hensley 
said they had 117 volunteers working in 
Adair County doing eight different projects. 
She went on to say that their grants pro¬ 
vided funding for them to do roofs, decks, 
handicapped ramps and steps and rails. 

KHO has planned six different camps 
this summer. After the volunteers finish in 
Adair County, another group will work in 
Green County. They will move their base of 
operations to Eubank and will work in Pu¬ 
laski, Lincoln, Casey and Rockcastle coun¬ 
ties for the four weeks after that. 

Family court gets new quarters 

BOYLE COUNTY — Renovations on 
the Boyle County courthouse will soon pro¬ 
vide space for family court. Former storage 
space on the third floor will now contain the 
new courtroom, offices, and a restroom for 
family court. A space on the second floor 
below the new courtroom facilities is also 
being renovated for offices for family court 
Judge Bruce Petrie and staff, private meet¬ 
ing areas for attorneys and their clients, and 
restrooms. A staircase will connect the ar¬ 
eas on second and third floors. 

Family courts are a division of circuit 
court but also hear some cases that were 
handled in district court in the past. Fam¬ 
ily court has broad jurisdiction over matters 
including divorce, child custody, child sup¬ 
port and adoption and includes some stages 
of domestic violence cases, as well as abuse 
and neglect issues. 

Judge Petrie, who also presides in Mer¬ 
cer County, has had to schedule his docket 
around circuit and district courts in Boyle 
County in order to use the courtrooms. 

The renovations, which are expected to 
cost around $180,000, will probably be 
completed in August. The county will be 
reimbursed by the Administrative Office of 
the Courts. 

Five employees receive 
$20,000 in back pay 

LINCOLN COUNTY — A complaint 
filed with the Kentucky Labor Cabinet 
against the city of Hustonville in March re¬ 
sulted in an audit that determined five em¬ 
ployees had not been paid appropriately ac¬ 
cording to the pay scale. The city has paid 
the five employees $20,189.40 to correct 
the problem. In addition to the money paid 
to the employees, Hustonville was fined 
$1,250 for the violation. 

Mayor Marc Spivey said he was unaware 
of why the employees had not been paid 
properly as the infraction had occurred dur¬ 
ing the tenure of the former mayor, Cecil 
Maddox. 

Mayor Spivey said Hustonville finances 
and budget have not been substantially 
harmed by paying the employees this sum. 
He said that the city had appropriate fund¬ 
ing to handle such situations. 

Spivey also said that the new pay-scale 
ordinance recently passed by the city coun¬ 
cil was created to prevent the possibility of 
improper payments to employees. 

Inmate still on the loose 

MARION COUNTY — The Kentucky 
State Police was still attempting to locate a 
Middlesboro man who walked away from 
the Marion Adjustment Center on May 29. 

George Wesley Upton, 33, was serving 
a 10-year sentence for first-degree wanton 


endangerment on a police officer and first- 
degree fleeing and evading. 

Upton is a 5’11”, 173 pound white male 
with brown hair and blue eyes. He has 
tattoos on his back, chest, neck, and both 
arms. 

He may be driving a 1993 GMC Sierra 
pickup that is blue and silver in color. It was 
reported stolen from a residence in Leba¬ 
non on May 30. 

Possible natural gas 
conversion at power station 

PULASKI COUNTY Somerset is 
doing initial studies to determine the feasi¬ 
bility of supplying natural gas as a source of 
power for Unit 1 at John Sherman Cooper 
Power Plant in order to bring the coal-fired 
electric generator at Burnside into compli¬ 
ance with federal regulations that will be 
effective in 2015. 

No emissions-control equipment has 
been added to Unit 1 since it went on line in 
1965. The federal Mercury and Air Toxics 
Standards, effective in 2015, could force 
shutdown of Unit 1, which is owned and 
operated by East Kentucky Power Coop¬ 
erative. 

Improvements would include replacing 
existing 8-inch capacity parallel natural 
gas transmission lines from a Texas Eastern 
Gas Transmission Corporation (TEGTC) 
terminal in Casey County with a 20-inch 
main. 

Somerset currently gets natural gas from 
a pipeline installed during the 1970s to a 
collection network in Eastern Kentucky, 
as well as from a TEGTC terminal from 
the west. Somerset Gas Service is in final 
stages of planning a state-of-the-art energy 
center to maximize natural gas as an energy 
source. 

Jamestown woman killed; 
suspect arrested 

RUSSELL COUNTY - Christopher All- 
man, 28, of Jamestown, has been arrested 
for the murder of a Jamestown woman who 
did not return from a morning jog on June 
14. Sarah Roberts Hart, 31, had turned 
back from a run with her sister, Elizabeth, 
after becoming ill. When Elizabeth re¬ 
turned to their vehicle, Sarah could not be 
located and authorities were notified of her 
disappearance. 

Police dogs, as well as a KSP helicop¬ 
ter and a multitude of volunteers from the 
community, were utilized in the extensive 
search before Sarah’s body was located a 
short distance off a sidewalk on U.S. 127 
between Jamestown and Russell Springs. 

According to a report released by the 
Kentucky State Police, preliminary autopsy 
results from the KSP Medical Examiner’s 
office indicate that Sarah died as a result of 
asphixiation due to strangulation. 

Allman is charged with murder, first- 
degree robbery, kidnapping and tampering 
with physical evidence. 

According to KSP detective B.J. Bur¬ 
ton, Allman admitted killing Hart “for the 
purpose of taking her money.” He is being 
held without bond at the Russell County 
Detention Center. 

Funeral services for Sarah, who was ex¬ 
pecting her fourth child at the time of her 
death, were conducted Monday.

After they received his application, they 
flew him to California for a few days for 
interviews. 

He was not originally chosen to be a 
part of the competition but someone who 
was scheduled to be on the show got hurt 
and had to leave. Harris was chosen as a 
replacement. 

Harris said the most difficult aspect of 
the show for him was learning to adjust to 
life on the beach.

Tandem Spinner - Seems 
to work best with guinea tail 
streamer. By far the most 
successful bait. Its faults are 
that it drags hard and hangs 
on everything. It must be 
used out of a boat, unless one 
wishes to lose a lot of them. 

Drive-O-Reno - Most ef¬ 
fective with yellow belly 
and green top. Drags well 
and does not hang up much. 
Can be used deep, bouncing 
off the bottom.

black body and tail. 

Jitterbug - He likes them 
with white bodies. This, of 
course, is a surface bait and 
is effective at night, early in 
the morning, and late in the 
fall. 

We found this quite inter¬ 
esting, because we use none 
of these baits. Our favorite is 


red worm plastic jobs with 
three hooks. It is a good 
catcher, because the bass 
is generally hooked deep 
with one of more hooks and 
stays on. Our second choice 
is a No. 2 Johnson spoon in 
silver used with porkrine. It 
can be dragged on the bot¬ 
tom, over lilly pads and tree 
tops. 

Clifton Lester, Chester 
Riggins, Hubert Cornett 
and several others probably 
swear by an entirely differ¬ 
ent group. All of them catch 
fish successfully.

If it 
sounds too good to be true, 
it probably is. Using your 
credit card to book a trip 
or pay for a travel package 
can allow you to dispute any 
scams. 

Many travel agents and 
certain websites may sug¬ 
gest that you buy travel in¬ 
surance. Travel insurance 
is not a requirement, but 
can protect you in the event 
that you need to cancel your 


trip or have any unforeseen 
expenses, such as medi¬ 
cal problems or emergency 
evacuations, while vaca¬ 
tioning. In most cases, the 
more risks that are covered 
in a policy, the more expen¬ 
sive it is. 

Take time to review your 
current situation and get 
several quotes on prices 
and policies to determine 
whether the coverage of¬ 
fered outweighs its cost. 

When packing for a trip, 
remember certain neces¬ 
sities as airline tickets or 
confirmation, passports, 
driver’s licenses, hotel res¬ 
ervations and any prescrip¬ 
tion medications. Make sure 
these items are in a place 
where you can easily locate 
them, such as an airplane 
carry-on bag or in a desig¬ 
nated spot in a car.

For baseball (and softball) 
the dilemma in the commit¬ 
tee’s mind was that many of 
the attention-getters in the 
sport do not even compete in 
the Olympics due to the long, 
demanding schedules of Ma¬ 
jor League Baseball players. 
That’s not to mention base¬ 
ball is a very American sport; 
not quite the same crowd 
draw in other countries.

A Liberty man has been sen¬ 
tenced to 13 years in prison on 
various drug charges. 

Matthew Wade Mason, 26, 
of 99 Lewis Ave., Liberty, was 
indicted by a Casey County 
Grand Jury on March 19 for 
possessing alprazolam, hydro- 
codone, buprenorphine, and 
methamphetamine on Feb. 6.

One Cm Does fr Au! 
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ECCWD moving 
ahead with $1.5M 
water project

The East Casey County 
Water District’s $1.5 million- 
project is moving forward. 

The water project, funded 
with a low-interest state re¬ 
volving loan, includes about 
20 miles of new water lines, 
a 200,000-gallon water tank, 
two water pumps and one 
pneumatic pressure tank 
building, ECCWD Manager 
Andy Greynolds said. 

At the water board’s meet¬ 
ing on June 12, Greynolds 
said that surveying was com¬ 
pleted for the four sites need¬ 
ed for the project. 

“We have to acquire these 
four spots. We’ve got two 
of them. Two are still in the 
process,” he said. “Then we 
can bid it.” 

The new lines will help get 
publicly-treated water to the 
low-density population areas 
of Brown Ridge and Sand 
Knob in the eastern parts of 
the county. 

“These lines are to peo¬ 
ple who don’t have water,” 
Greynolds said. “We are 
down to the last eight or nine 
percent that don’t have ac¬ 
cess yet.” 

The 200,000-gallon tank 
and one pump will be placed 
at a site off Singleton Drive 
- across from Jones Park 
Elementary - to provide a 
better supply for Yosemite 
and Middleburg. The popu¬ 
lation has grown since the 
pipes were first laid in 1979, 
Greynolds said. 

The addition of Jones Park, 
a school serving about 460 
students, has also increased 
the need for water storage 
and flow to that area. 

Once the four road front¬ 
age sites, ranging from 25- 
by-25 feet to 100-by-100 
feet, have been acquired, 
Greynolds hopes the bidding 
process will start. 

The plans are awaiting ap¬ 
proval at the Kentucky Divi¬ 


sion of Water. It will be 3-6 
months before digging can 
start, Greynolds said. 

The board reported that 
the new seven percent rate 
increase for water the City 
of Liberty sells to ECCWD 
should take effect July 1 
pending approval by the Pub¬ 
lic Service Commission. The 
rate increase will mean EC¬ 
CWD customers will pay an 
additional 17 cents per 1,000 
gallons of water used, which 
will add about $2 a month to 
the average customers’ bill.

$85,000 and the annual city tax 
is $191.25. The state and coun¬ 
ty tax, including the tax districts 
bring another $700.40, accord¬ 
ing to Casey County PVA Eric 
Brown. The 1300-square foot 
house sits on a 100 foot by 150 
foot lot. 

The Meeks’ property was as¬ 
sessed in 2008 at $50,000 and 
city taxes are $112.50, Brown 
said. State and county taxes, in¬ 
cluding the tax districts, gener¬ 
ated an additional $412.50. 

The house has 1,250 square 
feet and sits on a 50 foot by 215 
foot lot. 

Tungate said he thinks these 
figures are minimal when 
weighed against the number 
of employees who work at the 
hospital. 

“We have 252 employees 
and added 50 jobs when the 
new hospital opened (in Sept. 


2008),” Tungate said, add¬ 
ing that these new jobs should 
more than make up for the loss 
in tax base. 

The last time the hospital 
purchased property was on 
Sept. 23, 2009 when the board 
agreed to pay Dustin Foster 
$55,000 for property on Wol¬ 
ford Avenue. 

Regular meeting 

The board approved the 
$17.4 milli on Fiscal Year 2013 
budget, presented by Control¬ 
ler Rich Hendershot. This 
budget represents a $600,000 
increase over FY 12. 

The district anticipates tak¬ 
ing in $27.6 milli on in patient 
revenue; however, follow¬ 
ing deductions of charity, bad 
debts, and contractual adjust¬ 
ments, that revenue projection 
drops to $17.2 million. 

The remainder of revenue 
comes from tax revenues, in¬ 


terest income, and contribu¬ 
tions, projected at $732,869, 
and the Smart 340B program 
adds another $250,000. 

The district is projecting 
$17.3 million in expenses, up 
$1.1 million over the previous 
year. The bulk is for salaries, 
expected to be just over $9 
million, with an added $1.6 
million for employee benefits, 
professional fees account for 
$1.5 million, while interest on 
the hospital’s loan payment is 
$1.07 million. 

Hendershot said that the 
projected net income for the 
hospital, which also includes 
Casey County Family Practice 
and Casey County Primary 
Care, is $1.1 million. 

Hendershot also presented 
the district’s income state¬ 
ment for January-April, 
which shows a net income of 
$144,545. The total fund bal¬ 
ance as of April 30 was $5.9 


milli on. 

The board also approved 
the three-year capital spending 
plan, authorizing $1.5 milli on 
for equipment in FY 13. 

One big ticket item in the 
capital plan is $920,000 for a 
closed M.R.I. machine in the 
radiology department. 

Other matters 

In other matters, the board: 

■ Charged off bad debts of 
$28,314.57 and $1,379.41 in 
charity. 

■ Heard Tungate say that 
the hospital was “sealed off’ 
for about four hours that af¬ 
ternoon over an alleged threat 
overheard at a local pharmacy. 
Tungate said that no patients 
or employees were ever in 
danger nor were patients de¬ 
nied entry to the hospital. 

According to Liberty Police 
Chief Steven Garrett, no arrest 
was made in the case.
